The visit of La Payette to this country having

maintenance of the public tranquility. He held, 


1} as it were, a magnanimous neutrality between the 


diferent parties, when their projects went beyond 
the laws of justice and moderation. He gave his 
vote for the trial by jury, and the e ipation 
of of colour. But in the spring of 1791, 
the tide of public feeling began to . No 
thing had been done to seitle the affairs of the na- 
tion, and the violent reaction of parties commenc. 
ed, in spite of the restraint i upon . 
Even his army became a by the intrigues of 
his enemies, and when Louis XVI. wished to visit 
&. Cleud, and rhe te gave orders to let him 
pass, he was for t time disobeyed ! Disgust- 
ed with this want of subordination, La Fayette 
threw up his commission, and did not resume it 
until the most humble apologies were made to him. 
When the Ping. Rerucrds actually fled, he was 
suspended for being concerned in bis ight, and 
the most vivlent abuse both in and out 
sembly was heaped upon him. The retaking of 
Louis at Varennes checked this torrent for a > Hw 
time, but the royalists now turned on him from 
one side, and Marat and the friends of the Duke 
of Orleans accused him of treason on the other.— 
His life was actually attempted by « ruffian of the 
name of Fournier, whom he suffered to escape un. 
punished. When the constitution was adopted, in 
the spirit of a Washington, he resigu.d his com. 
mand, alleging that the emergency which required 
his services was now over. On this occasion a 
golden medal, and a bust of Washington, were 
Presented to him by the city of Varis.
